The League of Women Vot-
ers of California supports Pro-
position 1, authorizing the is-
suance of $1.75 billion in gen-
eral obligation bonds to build
a state water system.

The League of Women Vot-
ers of California supports Pro-
position 5 on the 1860 ballot
which will increase state leg-
islators’ salaries from $500 to
$750 per month. The League
has long believed that legisla.

As California’s pop-
ulation has rapidly increased,
the work-load of the California
legislator has become heavier
each year, It is now estimated
that the average legislator
spends from one-half to three-
fourths of his time on legisla-
tive matters. Legislators have
not had a salary increase since
1954 although their duties and

The League also supports
Proposition 12 on the 1960 bal-
lot. This proposition will elim-
inate various obsolete sections
of the California Constitution.

The League believes that one
of the difficulties of our pres-
ent Constitution is its excessive
length. The elimination of a
number of sections of “dead-
wood” would reduce the ver-
biage in the document, thus
making it simpler in form,
